whom had slingshots. One of the 
armed escorts pursued the youths 
and opened fire, apparently hitting 
one of the villagers. 

After this encounter, according to 
Shomron, the village youths offered 
the teenagers safe passage through 
Beita, as a shortcut out to the Jeru- 
salem-Nablus road. The teenagers, 
however, reported that they had 
been forced to walk through the vil- 
lage by the local youths, who sur- 
rounded them. The hikers said there 
were arguments with the youths, but 
the Arabs threw no rocks and some 
of them prevented others from pick- 
ing up stones. 

Inside the village a mob attacked 
the Israeli teenagers, hurling stones 
at them, and battering some over 
the head with rocks. The armed es- 
corts apparently returned fire. Tirza 
Porat's head was smashed by a rock. 
One of the armed escorts, Romam 
Aldubi, 26, was hit over the head 
with a rock and seriously wounded, 
and his M-16 was taken from him. A 
second escort, Menachem Tan, who 
carried an Uzi, was also knocked 
down with a rock and disarmed. 

The villagers did not fire the guns, 
but took them apart during the 
clash. 


Some villagers, including women, 
protected and sheltered some of the 
teenagers from the mob, while other 
villagers broke up the attacking 
crowd, and called ambulances. 

The teenagers not wounded fled 
from the village centre into neigh- 
boring valleys and to an adjacent 
army base. One of the students, 
δον Bleisdel, was taken by vil- 
lagers, tied up and hit with stones 
and beaten, before he managed to

“Her head was open. It was terrible, all her brains were out.” 

Hoffman kept using the word “terrible” and said he believed the 
hikers from Eilon Moreh were ambushed. He pointed out that about 20 
Arabs met the group in a wadi and got them to go into Beita to parade 


them through the village. 


Once there, Hoffman said, the 20 were joined by 200 others, and 


“there were rocks everywhere. 


After he managed to move Porat, who was bleeding profusely, to the 
side of the road, he saw a group of Arabs trying to grab an Uzi from 
Menahem Ilan, one of the security escorts on the trip. 

“He only held on to the gun, he did not shoot,” Hoffman recalled. “I 
tried to help him, but someone came up to him from bebiad and bit him 
on the head with a rock. Menahem fell unconscious.” 

Nearby, according to Hoffman, another group of Arabs had taken the 
gun of Romam Aldubi and begun beating him. “His head was open when 
I saw him, and one Arab took a piece of wood and tried to kill him. 

“I don’t know what else they coald have been trying to do. They hit 
him in order to kill him,” Hoffman said. 4

Egypt to head Arab arms consortium

LONDON - Egypt's domestic arms 
industry. soon to receive a cash infu- 
sion from the moderate Arub Gulf 
states, is expected to form the nucle- 
us of anew Arab armaments consor- 
tium. marrying its technical know- 
how with Saudi and Kuwaiti funding 
in a series of joint ventures to up- 
grade the moderate Arab states’ 

arsenals. 

The authoritative Jane's Defence 
Weekly noted yesterday that with 
this year’s proposed transfer to 
Egypt of sophisticated American 
technology -- most notably via the 
U.S.-aided $2 billion project to co- 
produce the MIAI Abrams bate 
tank — Egypt now has the most ad- 


vanced and “the fastest developing 
military industry in the Arab 
world.” 

The idea for a jomt Arab military 
industry was first conceived in 1975, 
when the Arab Organization for In- 
dustrialization was set up. but Ku- 
wait, Qatar, Saudi Arabia. and the 
United Arab Emirates pulled out of 
the project in 1979, when Egypt was 
expelled from the Arab ς 

Following last November's re-cs- 
tablishment of ties with Egypt. how- 
ever, the moderate Arab states have 
begun to purchase Egyptian-made 
weaponry again, and are now pre- 
paring to fund a host of joint ven- 
tures. Egypt is understood to be 
seeking at least 530. for the joint 
industry. 


Kuwait has already signed an 
agreement which provides for its 
military personnel to be trained in 
the Egyptian armed forces. for 
Egyptian advisers to be stationed in 
Kuwait, and for the sale of Egyp- 
tian-made surface-to-surface 
missiles. 

Egypt, Jane's reported. is already 
helping to upgrade Kuwaiti air de- 
fence against Iranian attack. 

Military advisers and instructors, 
too. are being sent to Saudi Arabia, 
Bahrain, Oman and Qatar. and it is 
believed that Cairo will shortly be- 
gin selling its wide range of home- 
produced armanents — from helicop- 
ters to attack craft. missiles and 
jeeps -- to these countries as well.

Two Jewish groups demonstrate in London against Israel

It isn’t every day that one meets a 
person like Marjorie Sherman who 
has dedicated her life to helping 
others, quietly and modestly -- a 
true daughter of Israel. Together 
with her late husband Archie, they 
have shared in creating happiness 
for the disadvantaged, the elderly 
and sick. Their names, however, 
have heen especially bound up with 
a unique institution where Tora and 
technology are taught to Israel’s 
youths - Bovs Town Jerusalem. 

Over 1,500 boys from the age of 12 
to 20 live and learn in an inspiring 
environment for eight years.

When first informed of the details of the Ameri- 
can plan some two months ago, Peres reacted 
privately with a mixture of incredulity and disdain. 
How do the Americans expect Shamir to agree to 
such a mix, he asked? 

Shamir’s advisers, on the other hand. are consis- 
tently sceptical of Hussein’s supposed willingness 
to negotiate. They view the king as being bound by 
an unbreakable chain. Hussein, they say, won't 
move without the Soviet Union, the PLO and 
Syria. And the three, in varying degrees, oppose 
the American peace plan. 


THE ADJECTIVES used this week in Jerusalem 


to describe the American misperception varied, 


from “naive” to “amateurish” and to harsher ex- 
pressions. In deference to the widely-regarded pro- 
fessionalism of American diplomats, however, oth- 
er explanations were also offered. 

The first depicted a long-range American strate- 
gy leading up to the scheduled April 21 meeting 
between Shultz and his Soviet counterpart, Eduard 
Shevardnadze, and to the superpower summit slat- 
ed to take place in Moscow at the end of May.

The second explanation derives from what all 
acknowledge is Shultz’s commitment to his own 
peace plan and to a peaceful resolution of the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. Thus, it is said, Shultz wishes 
to clearly map the points of agreement and of 
disagreement and to present them, along with his 
blueprint, as a suggested course of action for the 
next administration. 

The third explanation for Shultz’s moves was 
offered several weeks ago in Washington by a 
senior U.S. official intimately involved in the 
process, and it refers to the one goal that Shultz 
appears to have already achieved. This, the official 
said, is that the initiative proposes a clear-cut sub- 
ject for public debate during Israel's coming elec- 
tions. Peres, the official said. will be able to claim 
that he, Shulez and Hussein are in agreement on a 
peace plan, which Shamir unequivocally rejects. 

Shamir will claim, on the other band, that he has 
proven that Israel does not have to agree to plans 
which endanger its security. And that Israe] can 
disagree with the U.S. without rupturing relations 
with its closest ally. 

The initiation of Shultz’s plan in a year of elec- 
tions both in the U.S. and Israel appears to defy the 
conventional wisdom that Israe] cannot decide and 
that the U.S. cannot exert pressure at such a time, 
and that the Arabs would much prefer to deal with 
the next administration, which, they hope, will be 
far less friendly toward Israel. The year of 1988, it 
was said, would be the year of decision. 

But as Shultz continues his indefatigable travels 
in the area, that conventional wisdom, shunned 
only two months ago, is again gaining acceptance. 
The calendar will once again have to be adjusted. 
The year of decision, it seems, will not arrive 
before 1989.

Israel and the arms trade 
The ‘suitcase 
men’ who 
went east

THE CHINESE have a word for it— 

. pibao — “suitcase” men, who have 
no fixed address and use other peo- 
ple’s telephones to make their calls 
but who claim access to the corri- 
dors of power. Hongkong is rich in 
shadowy suitcase men exploiting the 
gulf between fabulous opportunity 
and profound ignorance as they of- 
fer their services to western busi- 
nessmen trying to penetrate the Chi- 
na market. 

David Buxbaum, an American 
Jewish lawyer who has worked in 
China for the past 15 years, believes 
that the afleged Israeli arms deal 

this week in The Sunday 
Times has the aroma of a pibao 
operation. 

“People think there is something 
very esoteric about China and that 
somehow you have to do things in a 
surreptitious way,” says Buxbaum, 
who is currently visiting Jerusalem. 
“It's a strange world and they don't 
know how (0 deal with it. But the 
Chinese themselves don’t want to 
deal with suitcase men. They want 
to deal with legitimate companies 
and specialists. And these exist.” 

According to The Sunday Times 
story, the deal for the sale of missile 
technology and sophisticated arma- 
ments was handled through Zvi 
Gafni, an Israeli with a shadowy 
past whose name was allegedly 
linked with an inquiry into drug 


smuggling. Although the Times 
does not mention it, Gafni reported- 
ly has a Chinese wife who may have 
helped him establish contacts with 
Chinese officialdom. 

The discovery in Gafni’s office by 
Hongkong police of five Philippine 
Passports made out to representa- 
tives of Israel Military Industries, 
according to the Times, led to the 
exposure of the arms deal reported- 
ly valued at several hundred million 
dollars. The passports were alleged- 
ly used by the IMI team when it 
entered China last November to 
present the missile and arms tech- 
nology that Israel was reportedly of- 
fering to sell. 

Even major American firms, 
when they first began to operate in 
China in the early 1970s, felt it nec- 
essary, says Buxbaum, to hire the 
services of purported influence 

— both Chinese and west- 
erm — who spoke Chinese and were 
presumed to know the ways of the 
inscrutable East. In the ensuing 
years, Westerners learned that the 
East was scrutable enough to deal 
with over the table. 

Even though China has no tiplo- 
matic relations with Israel, says 
Buxbaum, it has on several occa- 
sions publicly indicated its willing- 
ness to deal with it, including a re- 
cent statement that it was prepared 
to sell Israel coal. 


Communist Party chief and for- 
mer premier, Zhao Ziyang. said re- 
cently that Israelis were welcome to 
come to China as were scientists and 
other specialists, says Buxbaum. 
“And they have followed that poli- 
cy.” Dozens of Israeli experts have 
been to China at the invitation of 
Chinese institutions and Chinese ex- 
perts have visited Israel. Visas are 
not stamped into the passports of 
Israelis visiting China but provided 
on separate pages. 


ALTHOUGH both countries are 
reluctant to talk about trade be- 
tween them, and particularly of any 
arms deals, foreign sources have 
termed it significant and growing. 
Jane's Defence Weekly has estimat- 
ed israei's arms sales to China at $3 
billion. There have also been fre- 


‘quent reports of non-military ‘sales 


by Israeli companies. 

Despite the lack of relations, Is- 
raeli organizations can do business 
with China, notes: Buxbaum, 
through third country organizations 
like Hongkong corporations.

In some respects the setting of the 
White Hotel, as the resort is popu- 
farly known, is an island as well, but 
its remoteness to the Eastern sea- 
board goes well beyond mere geog- 
raphy.

Visitor Degen believes that fear 
over travel here, as well as in Israel 
in general, is exaggerated by media 
reports and other factors. "ΤῸ me, 
it’s been a great Madison Avenue 
public relations job to create an air 
of bysteria surrounding what takes 
place in Israe]. Go walk down the 
Streets at night in Israel — F never 
saw so many kids walking on the 
streets so freely. I love New York, 
but J think it’s less dangerous to be 
here than to be on the subways in 
New York City. 

His wife Susan smiles, ‘That's 
what he says to me because 1 take 
the subways,” she says. 

“People don’t stop going to Ire- 
land, and don’t stop going to En- 
gland, yet the IRA is blowing up 
certainly as many people as here. 
But this isn't reported in such mass. 
circulation as what happens here in 
Israel,” Arthur Degen continues. 

“There's a direct distortion. Even 
though things are going on here, I 
think it's out of proportion with 
what takes place in other areas of 
the world, where people are travel- 
ling with no qualms.” 

Susan Degen relates the story of 
telatives who had never been out of 
the United States until their grand- 
children moved to Israel.

Wilner is also opposed to the for- 
mula “territories for peace.” This 
formula, he says, means there is no 
Palestinian national problem. “‘It

land, and that’s it. That won't solve 
anything and Hussein won't agree to 
it, anyway. 

“What Peres says, with his three

not the one to determine history. 

Without an agreement the nations 
can live witb. nothing will happen. 

Hussein can’t talk for the Palestin- 
ian people.” 

The starting point, the core of the 
problem, the key to the solution, 
then, in Wilner's view, is the Pates- 
tinian people, with whom Israel’s 
Arabs find themselves increasingly 
identifying. Among Israel's Arabs, 
Wilner claims, Rakah is the major 
political power with a 40 per cent 
voting constituency. 

Wilner has often been accused 
here of being Moscow's mouth- 
piece, and the authorities charge 
Rakah with being one of the most 
radical forces active among Israel's 
Arabs.

‘Armenians can no longer keep silent’ 


JUST AS A SHOT fired in Jerusa- 
lem or a stone thrown in Nablus 
sends ripples "οἵ concem through 
Jewish communities around the 
world, so a riot in Azerbaidzhan ora 
demonstration in Moscow sends 
waves of sympathy throughout the 
Armenian Diaspora. 

And just as the informed Jew in 
Caracas or Brighton may never have 
visited the Jewish state, but still has 
his firm views on the Arab-Jewish 
conflict, so the leaders of Jerusa- 
lem’s small Armenian community 
are closely following the events in 
Soviet Armenia and the USSR. 

Bishop Guregh Kapikian last vis- 
ited Soviet Armenia in 1982 for the 
Blessing of the Holy Chrism. a reli- 
gious ceremony attended by hun- 
dreds of thousands of people. The 
police, he said, were there in force, 
but only to ensure that the ceremo- 
ny went well. 

Though he was concemed about 
the situation in Nogorno Karabagh 
and Nachichevan, the two autono- 
mous areas where massacres of Ar- 
menians had been reported and 
which Armenians believe should be 
part of Armenia, he had nothing but 
praise for the Armenian republic. 

“It is our native land and we are 
progressing there," he said with 
pride, before bringing out photo al- 
bums showing factories and schools, 
monuments and museums in_ the 
state, which is one of the many Sovi- 
et republics. Many of the photo al- 
bums have the innocent quality that 
characterized photographs from the 
early days of the State of Israel, 


showing no dirt or grime, only 
bright smiling children and cheerful, 
neatly dressed adults, 

Armenia was the most prosperous 
of the Soviet republics, he said. On 
his last visit, he had met many Jews, 
who kad told him that they had 
moved to Armenia because of the 
atmosphere of freedom there. 

Though he has visited Soviet Ar- 
menia more than once, he has never 
been to the two autonomous re- 
gions. In fact, he said, no Armenian 
visitor is permitted to enter them. 


Guregh Kapikian (Isaac Harari) 
Indeed, not even the head of the 
Armenian Church, a Soviet citizen, 
whose seat is in Soviet Armenia, has 
been permitted to visit them. 

But there were many reports from 
these areas, reports, he said, of de- 
liberate government policy repress- 
ing the Armenians, not permitting 
them to build apartment houses or 
factories and banning the Anmenian 
language in the schools.

But in the face of con- 
tinuing oppression since Worid War 
I, the Armenians could no longer 
keep silent. 
GEORGE HINTLIAN. the secre- 
tary to the’Armenian patriarch. has 
never been to Soviet Armenia. 
What is more, he had no desire to go 
there, though organized tours of Ar- 
meaia left Jerusalem practical- 
ly every summer. 

Usually, be said, about a dozen 
people went on these tours each 
year. But fast year, there was no 
tour. Local Armenians had to regis- 
ter three to six months in advance to 
get a visa. Clergymen went to Ar- 
menia every three or four years to 
attend church councils. 

In spite of his never having been 
to Armenia, Hintlian was well 
versed in the Armenian view of the 
two regions, which he described as 
“the heartland of Armenia.” The 
two areas were ceded to the Turkic 
Azerbaidzhan republic by Stalin in 
1923 in order to keep Turkish dicta- 
or Kemal Ataturk happy, Hintlian 


THE JEWISH COMMUNITY in 
Morocco has a new leader. Serge 
Berdugo, 50, recently elected by the 
Council of the Jewish Communities 
in Morocco, succeeds David Amar, 
who chaired the body for more than 
10 years.

At the same time as assuming 
leadership of the council, he became 
chairman of the World Rally of Mo- 
roccan Judaism, an association of 
the major communities of Moroccan 
Jews in Israel, France, Morocco and 
Canada. This was formed in Mon- 
treal in 1985, with MK Rafael Edri 
as deputy chairman. (Edri. inciden- 
tally, is married to the daughter of 
David Amar.) 

After his election last month, Ber- 
dugo and the memnibers of the coun- 
cil were received by King Hassan IT, 
on the occasion of the ‘Feast of the 
Throne.” The new leader was obvi- 
ously expected to make 2 statement 
about the events in the Israeli ad- 
ministered territories.

“Dear Rabbi Soloveitchik: 

“Let me introduce myself. 1 am thir- 
ty-two years old, a graduate of Yeshiva 
University, happily married with three 
beautiful children. I have a question for

passed away after living for 12 honrs.

Why do our 
parents, rabbis and community greet us 
with silence as opposed to condolences 
and words of comfort? 

“One day when my wife and I were 
visiting our son’s grave we noticed 
preparations for the burial of another 
baby who died in the seventh month of 

Pregnancy. We decided to stay for the 
funeral. Since the Reform rabbi - the 
rabbi of the parents of the baby — could 
not show up, one of the men who work 
at the cemetery recited a prayer and led 
the father in reciting the Kaddish. 
When it came to responding y’he shme 
rabba mevorach 1 was not sure what to 
do. Should I have recited it or not? 
After all, Keddish is not said after a 
nefel. | did recite it, feeling that I was 
demonstrating to the father not only 
that another human being cared about 
his loss, but also because I felt it was a 
vicarious comfort for the father, a com- 
fort that I was denied_ 

“Please help me understand the phi- 
losophy of the halachic mule of ein mi- 
tablin al ha-nefel. 11 would be a great 
honour if you could answer my letter.” 

The above fetter bas not been answered 

by Rabbi Soloveitchik. In an additional 
letter written more than three years later 
and addressed to me, the father, after apol-

Ogizing and stating how difficult it is to 
write about painful personal subjects, ex- 
presses “a few ideas that need develop- 
ment, bat also might shed some light on 
the subject." 

i would like to quote them verbatim: 

“On the one hand, a nefel has a unique 
neshama (soul), personality and physical 
body and therefore avelur (the laws of 
mouming) should be applicable. On the 
other hand, there is a similarity (within a 
very limited sense} between the death of a 
nefel and the loss of a limb. There is no 
avelnut for the loss of a fimb. In both situa- 
tions a part of the living person has passed 
away. Psychologists tell us that ἃ separa- 
tion between mother and child occurs at an 
early age. but until that separation, both 
baby and mother feel attached to one an- 
other. Perhaps the separation occurs for 
the mother not until the 30th day from 
birth. When our baby died, a part of my 
wife also died. Perhaps the Tora or the 
Halacha does not want us to observe avelut 
for ourselves.” . 


I CANNOT say that I was not touched by 
the above two letters. They prompted me 
to engage in some research on the subject. 
I did not come up with “new” philosophi- 
cal insights on the subjects worth quoting 
(although there are here and there such 
insights, as well as some mystical-kabbalis- 
tic explanations). On the other hand, the 
halachic-historical data that I came upon 
was really startling. 

It turns out that the Halacha stating that 
there is no mourning over an infant that 
did not live at least 30 days as is quoted in 
the codes of Maimonides (Hilchot Avel 
1.6) and the Shulhan Aruch (Yore Deah 
374.8) was not at all the general view of the 
Halacha. 

Rambam and Karo followed the Babylo- 
nian custom in this case, while the ancient 
sources tell us that the custom in the land 
of Israel was different. From the Mishna 
itself (Nida 5,3) it seems clear that an 
infant is considered a full person from the 
moment of birth. Already in talmudic 
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times they were aware of the different 
customs prevailing in Babylon (see Jer. 
Talmud, Yevamot 1,7; Kidushin 4.11: 
comp. Sefer Ha-Hilukim, etc., ed. Morde- 
cai Margaliyot, par. 2). 

These two differing customs continued 
into further generations. While the Baby- 
lonian geonim followed their custom, ἃ 
great number of rabbis adhered to the 
other view, that one is required to “mourn 
on a one-day-old infant even as one 
mourns over a grown-up bridegroom” (see 
tractate Semahot chapter 3,1 and Nach- 
manides, Torat Ha-Adam, “ch. hesped). 
We also know that this was the Practice of 
the great poskim (decisors of Jewish law) 
in medieval France and Germany (see 
Maase Ha-Geonim, p.49: Sefer Ha-Pardes 
49a, Or Zarua 2, par. 428 and many 
others). 

‘What also becomes apparent from the 
prolific halachic literature on the subject is 
that the reason for not marking the death 
of an infant was not because it was not 
deemed necessary nor was it prohibited as 
may seem from the above letters. 

The purpose of the ruling was to make it 
easier, and certainly not harder, on the 
mourner. This tendency could be better 
understood when we consider the high rate 
and frequency of infant mortality and the 
general prevailing attitudes towards this 
phenomenon. This may appear very differ- 
ent when viewed from our present perspec- 
tive. This new perspective finds much in 
common with the views held in Eretz Yis- 
rael and followed by many leading rabbis. 


This of course is not meant to be a 
scholarly paper that presents all the 
sources and ions which took place 
on the subject. It is however sufficiently 
justified i in proving the point that new sen- 
sitivities, when sincerely expressed, do not 
necessarily jeopardize Halacha, but, on 
the contrary, may bring us closer to its 
eternal living sources.

Are Palestinians. 
ready for peace?

AT THIS crucial stage in the Pales- 
tinjan struggle for independence 
and freedom, it is amazing how at- 
tention is being diverted from the 
main objective of terminating the 
occupation, to the argument con- 
cerning the future of the Palestinian 
land r liberation. 

The Palestinian people aspire to 
an independent, PLO-led democrat- 
ic state with political parties and free 
economy. 

Of course, there are minority 
groups that believe in a socialist sys- 
tem. On the other end of the spec- 
tram, there are the fundamentalists 
who strive to establish an Islamic 
state. 

The Palestinian state which is be- 
ing envisaged is a state consisting of 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip, 
the home of 1,500,000 Palestinians. 
Theoretically, if Israel agrees to 
withdraw from this land and if a 
Palestinian state is established, what 
will be its relation to the 1,500,000 


Palestinians living in Jordan -- the . 


East Bank? 

How will they affiliate themselves 
with this state? What makes us sure 
that the Jordanians want to have 
relations with this state any more 
than Tunisia or Yemen? Why do we 
take it for granted that the Jordani- 


ans want union with this new Pales- 


tinian state? Are we Palestinians 
such a “noble prize™ that others are 
dying to be united with us? No one 
has yet heard that oil bas been 
struck in the West Bank or that gold 
mines have been discovered in the 
Gaza Strip. 

Then what about the Palestinians 
living in the diaspora in Lebanon, 
Syria and Egypt? Are they going to 
be resettled in the new Palestinian 
state, the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip? What argument are we going 
to use with the Palestinians from 


What about the right of return? 
When the PLO signs a peace treaty 
with Israel, isn’t it signing over to 
Israel the land within the Green 
Line? 
Ic is not that the Israeli-Palestin- 
ian question is unresolvable by 
means. It is just that the 
Lhe υὔτικον wg th 
tered, just as Israeli goals have 
to be altered. 


WE HAVE to prepare a political 
scenario which enables the parties to 
the conflict to develop relationships 
that permit the Israel-Palestinian 
conflict to be resolved. The Palestin- 
ian originally from Haifa has to feel 
that although Haifa is marked in his 
heart, for political reasons, he can- 
not live there; and the Jew, although 
sentimentally attached to Hebron, 
for political reasons be cannot live 
there. 

Jordan has been patient in its poli- 
cies, restraining those who want dis- 
engagement from the West Bank. 
But there bas been no restraint on 
this side of the river, because the 
people who know these facts don't 
have the moral courage tu speak 
out. The extremists are shortsighved 
and stifle the voices of reason. 

Why don’t we Palestinians ad- 
dress ourselves to the following 
question? Since we are talking of an 
independent Palestinian state in the 


West Bank and the Gaza Strip un- 
der the leadership of the PLO: (a) 


Palestinians in the diaspora who 
want to come to live in this state? (b) 
What makes us certain that 
1,500,000 Palestinians living in Jor- 
dan would accept such a separation 
from their land in the West Bank? 

Or do those who want an inde- 
pendent Palestinian state intend to 
change the political order in Jordan 
and have that state include both 
banks of the river? In that case, why 
do we think that the other side will 
accept what we want? When we talk 
about a knockout blow to Jordanian 
influence in the West Bank and 
Gaza, is our conflict with Jordan or 
with Israel? Does Jordan occupy 
any Palestinian territory? Did Jor- 
dan, when the West and East Bank 
were united, confiscate any Pales- 
tinian land or set up any Jordanian 
settlements? 

The idea of comparing Israeli oc- 
cupation with the period when the 
Palestinians and Jordanians were 
united cannot come from a true 
Arab nationalist who believes in the 
ultimate union of all Arab states, 
including the Palestinian. 


IN THE PRESENT circumstances 
of the Arab world, where divisions 
and rivalry prevail and where re- 
gional wars paralyse our efforts to 
unite, how can we present a united 
position for the resolution of the 
conflict? Assuming an agreement is 
reached with Israel, who among the 
Palestinians will be able to sign such 
an agreement? 

The Israelis will insist on all kinds 


should not fool ourseives into be- 
lieving that we will be able to violate 
this agreement and dismantle Israel 
at a future stage. This will be a 
peaceful resolution of the conflict, 
wherein we are giving up a part of 
Palestine in return for withdrawal of 
Israel from the occupied territories. 


Tight to self-determination and an 
ieee pan sei the price we will 

ave to’ pay is legitimizing Isracl 
within the 1967 borders. This is 
agreed by our friends and foes. Are 
we Palestinians ready for such a 
settlement? 

The Palestinian dilemma is com- 
plicated to say the least. Wise lead- 
ership is needed to resolve it 


peacefully. 

It is an acknowledged fact thar all 
Palestinians recognize the PLO as 
the sole representative of the Pales- 
tinian people, because the organiza- 
tion is the symbol of our struggle for 
freedom and the achievement of our 
legitimate rights in one land. How- 
ever, given the present political con- 
ditions in the Arab world, it does 
not seem that we can afford the 
{uxury of waiting until we achieve an 
independent Palestinian state. It is 
necessary to find a formula to end 
the occupation and resolve the con- 
flict peacefully. After al! politics is 
the art of the possible.

THE WISDOM of oor Sages is 
characterized by a philosophical 
depth and a faith marked by an in- 
volvement in reality. 

The Passover seder is a case in 
point.

This analogy between the Arabs 
and the Germans may be no more 
defensible than the Maginot Line; 
few historical parallels are anything 
like parallel. But it ittuminated Be- 
gin’s position and thinking.

bring about a reconciliation, to ex- 
plain to us on their return what the 
quarrel was about. They failed in all 
their mandates. 

At least Foxman knows what we 
are fighting about, and he should be 
grateful for that. Winston Churchill 
wrote that he admired the Greeks 
and the Jews because of their energy 
and their capacity to survive, despite 
the terrible blows to which they 
were subjected and despite their 
own internecine feuds. We are cer- 
tainly still as energetic as ever, and 
are feuding as desperately between 
ourselves, so I assume we will sur- 
vive even Shamir. But it is a pity that 
so many people will be killed and 
injured before we come to the inev- 
itable negotiating table with the 
Palestinians. 

Going back to Foxman, he prefers 
not to take up a stand in public, but 
to talk to leaders of Israel privately. 
I presume this means that he will 
say, over a cup of coffee. to Shamir 
or Rabin or whoever receives him - 
entertaining Diaspora VIPs is ac- 
cepted as the price Israeli leaders 
pay for their support - “You know, 
you really must stop burying Arabs

OLD-TIMERS in the country fond- 
ly recall the days when very few 
doors were locked. The crime rate 
was low, people trusted each other 
and there was little need for keys. 
People also socialized more, calling 
on each other informally without 
waiting for a special: invitation. 

Today. neighbours in the same 
building seldom cross each other's 
doorsteps and the days when every- 
one dropped in casually are over — 
well, not entirely. Once a year, 
there's a revival of the “open-door 
policy," with total strangers drop- 
ping in to sample such delights as 
zaban bilouz (white nougat with al- 
monds), meruziya (fried raisins) 
and, of course, moufletta (flat 
cakes). 

These typically Moroccan foods 
are traditional Mimouna fare. Cele- 
brated by North African Jews in 
general, and Moroccan Jews in par- 
ticular, Mimouna is a centuries-old 
tradition celebrated on the seventh 
night of Pessah in Israel and the 
eighth in the Diaspora. 

The origins of the festival are not 
entirely clear; some link its name 
with the Arabic word for good for- 
tune, mimoun, and believe that the 
onset of the spring season is a time 
for a new beginning and a portent of 
good fortune. Another school of 
thought links the Mimouna with the 
anniversary of the passing of Mai- 
monides, one of the greatest of Jew- 
ish sages. Then there are those who 
believe mimouna is an Arabic dis- 
tortion of the Hebrew word emuna, 
which means “faith.” 

The actual source is perhaps less 
relevant than the celebration itself. 
Just as it is important to adorn the 
seder table with certain foods, it is 
equally important to do so daring 
Mimouna. In the centre is a large, 
uncooked fish ~ traditionally a sym- 
bol of fertility — surrounded by let- 
tuce leaves. Happiness is associated 
with fertiliry and the Mimouna is a 
time for rejoicing. 

The greetings exchanged when 
entering the home during Mimouna 
is Terbh’ou V'sa'adu — “Happiness 
and Prosperity.”

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Through Maccabi eyes

The same two teams that met last 
year in Lausanne will face each oth- 
er tonight in Ghent to try to take 
home the coveted European Cham- 
pions’ Cup. In Lausanne, Tracer 
Milano eked out a two point victory. 

But this season is different from 
all other seasons, inlcuding last 


year. Last season, Tracer finished’ 


first and Maccabi second io the com- 
petition leading to the finals. This 
season, under the new format, Trac- 
er finished second and Maccabi just 
squeezed into the fourth and final 
playoff spot. 

Both Tracer and Maccabi had a 
year of huge adjustments, with each 
team taking their time to put their 
acts together. Among other things, 
both have new coaches. Dan Peter- 
son, after 11 years at the helm of 
Tracer stepped down at the conclu- 
sion of last season as coach and was 
replaced by his assistant, Franco Ca- 
salini. Ralph Klein took over at 
Maccabi after spending four years in 
Germany. 

Tracer Milano lost the services of 
Ken Barlow (to Maccabi Tel Aviv) 
and replaced him with Rickey 
Brown. Maccabi lost Lee Johnson 


* and took on Ken Barlow. Maccabi 


also added Willie Sims and Mottie 
Daniel. 

The end result was that both 
teams needed time to adjust. For 
Maccabi the road was even fongcr 
then it was for Tracer Milano, and it 
was only a few short weeks ago that 
Maccabi Tel Aviv began to play 
championship basketball. 

On Tuesday Maccabi vanquished 
the young Yugoslav giants. Tonight 
Maccabi have to deal with a team 
that is even “bigger” than Partisan. 


"It is not that all the members of the 


Italian team are all that tall, but 
their big men, Rickey Brown and 
Bob McAdoo are far more athletic 
then the ὙἹ vs, and they com- 
plement each other’s talents better. 

Can Maccabi prevent them 
sweeping the backboards as they did 
against Aris? Furthermore. Mc- 
Adoo can also hit from long range. 
But Maccabi are optimistic, because 
several of Tracer’s key players are 
older and no longer have the speed 
to keep up in a running game.

challenge

BY ACCEPTING the post of man- 
aging-director of Koor this week, 

Benny Gaon has undoubtedly un- 
dertaken the biggest gamble of his 
professional career. On June 1, he 
formally takes charge of what is by 
far the country’s largest concern, a 
Histadrut-owned industrial con- 
glomerate expected to show an un- 
precedented $100 million in losses in 
1987. Gaon replaces Yeshayahu Ga- 
vish, who resigned fast week, after 
launching a fierce attack on Hista- 
drut Secretary-General Yisrael Kes- 
sar for undermining what he said 
were his intense efforts to bring 
about the recovery of Koor. 

Gaon assumes the top post at the 
union-owned concern as it ap- 
proaches its moment of truth: does 
it continue to protect its workers at 
all costs, or, in the tradition of 
American firms, does it embark on 
efficiency measures which negate its 
Histadrut ideology, but help get it 
back on its feet? 

Gaon will head a company, half of 
whose holdings are concentrated in 
the fields of metals and electronics, 
the two economic sectors which 
have been hardest hit in recent years 
by defence budget cutbacks and the 
govermment’s exchange rate policy. 

The man who succeeded in turn- 
ing the Histadrut-owned Co-op 
chain into a modem. well-run, prof- 
itable business, wil! now have ta 
face the workers of companies like 
Alliance, Soltam, and Tadiran, and 
explain to them that if Koor is to 
survive, some of them will have to 
go and others will have to take cuts 
in their wages. But Gaon’s experi-~ 
ence in the supermarket business 
may not have equipped him with the 
skills necessary for dealing with 
workers who burn tyres, ransack of- 
fices, and hold their managers as 
hostages in order to get their mes- 
Sage across. 

He assumes the top post at Koor 
at ἃ time when relations between the 
Histadrut and its Hevrat Ha'ovdim 
holdings have been particularly 
tense. The frustration recently ex- 
pressed by Yisrael Kessar over the 
way things are being run in Labour 
Federation-owned enterprises has 
been matched only by the frustra- 
tion voiced by management, fn these 
firms over having K constantly 
breathing down their necks. 

Amon Gafny, chairman of the 
board at Koor, concedes that run- 
ning a supermarket chain, no matter 
how successfully, is a far cry from 
being the chief executive officer of a

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Their own worst enemies 


WHEN he arrived in Israel this week the U.S. secretary of 
state, George Shultz, again found a divided Israel and 


True, recent polls show that more than half of the country’s 
Jewish population supports Mr. Shultz's ideas for an interna- 
tional peace conference. But that does not translate itself into 


On the Palestinian side, however, in the territories and 
elsewhere, Mr. Shultz’s plan was stoned with the savagery that 
is usually reserved for Israeli soldiers, and yesterday, in an 
incident whose precise details were still unfolding at the time 
of writing, for schoolchildren. Mr. Shultz could not find even a 
confessedly “‘moderate” local Palestinian who, while taking a 
dim view of Yasser Arafat and his fellow terrorists, would dare 
openly greet him as a friend not an enemy of his people. 

Why an enemy? Plainly, because his peace plan, though 
anathema to Israel’s right wing. does not begin to satisfy the 
basic PLO demands. Because the plan says No to Israeli 
withdrawal to the so-called 1949 lines, to a Palestinian state in 
the territories, and to the participation of the present, unre- 
constructed terrorist PLO in the suggested peace conference. 
That is more than enough to damn Mr. Shultz in Palestinian 


It does not matter that Mr. Shultz calls for an Israeli 
acknowledgment that the obligation of withdrawal, embedded 
in Resolution 242, and by reference to the Camp David 
agreement, applies in principle to all occupied areas, including 
Gaza. Nor does it matter that the secretary 
of state is proceeding from the Camp David notion, which goes 
beyond 242, that the Palestinian people have “legitimate 
Tights” and “‘just requirements.” And nor is it of any conse- 
quence that, under Mr. Shultz's plan, Palestinian interests will 
be articulated at the conference by a joint Jordanian-Palestin- 


This is truly a puzzlement. For of all the many Arab peoples, 
the Palestinians are most likely the best educated. More than 
one Arab state depends in a very large measure on their expert 
services. Yet in pursuing their own national interests, their 
expertise is manifested in nothing so much as self-destruction. 

They perversely keep missing every chance that comes their 
way, and having missed it demand that it be presented again as 
if the world owes them compensation for their extremism and 


When the UN offered them half of Palestine for an indepen- 
dent state they rejected the plan vehemently, insisting on all or 
nothing and going on a jihad against the Jews. 
signing of the armistice agreements summoned them to the 
quest of peaceful coexistence with the established Jewish state, 
they committed themselves to Israel’s undoing by terror. 

When Israel’s indestructibility was demonstrated in the Six 
Day War, they began hankering after the original partition 
illing to “compromise” on a sovereign state 
within the once unrecognized armi: 
sented with a plan for autonomy as a transitional elie aero 
to a final negotiated solution based on Resolution ᾿ 
did not even deign to consider it and insisted on immediate 
self-determination or nothing.

“I hope Yitzhak Shamir will 
change his ideas for the good of 
peace,” Mubarak added. 

“We had a very good exploration 
of what has been taking place,” 
Shultz said of his meeting with the 
Egyptian president. Turning to Mu- 
barak, he said: “I appreciate your 
Support, your appraisal and your in- 
vitation to keep working at it.” 

Political sources said Mubarak 
asked for clarification from Shultz 
on three main points: Would a per- 
manent solution bring about a com- 
plete Israeli withdrawal to the 1967 
boundaries? Would the internation- 
al peace conference include all par- 
ties to the conflict and the perma- 
neot UN Security Council 
members? What was the U.S. reac- 
tion to Egypt’s support for the 
PLO's demand to be an equal part- 
ner in peace talks? 

Shultz is due to travel from Am- 
man to Saudi Arabia today, and 
then retura to the Jordanian capital. 

The secretary of state, who earlier 
yesterday praised King Hussein's 
approach to the U.S. peace initia- 
tive, has said he will answer ques- 
tions posed by the Jordanian mon- 
arch during their first round of talks 
on Tuesday. 

Political sources said the ques- 
tions concerned the extent of a pos- 
sible Israeli withdrawal from occu- 
pied Arab lands, the status of 

lerusalem, the powers of an interna- 
tional peace conference and Pales- 
tinian representation. 

Earlier yesterday, a top aide to 
PLO Chief Yasser Arafat discussed 
the Shultz mission in Cairo with 
presidential adviser Osama al-Baz, 
and deciared that the PLO should 
be invited to an international peace 
conference. 

“The PLO must be represented at 
the jntemational conference,” Hani 


al-Hassan, Arafat's top political ad- 
viser, told reporters. 

An Abu Dhabi newspaper, Al- 
Bayan, reported yesterday that the 
PLO would refuse to hold tatks in a 
joint Arab delegation. 

It quoted Farouk Kaddoumi, 
chairman of the PLO’s political de- 
partment, as saying: “We reject 
such a delegation and insist on sepa- 
rate representation recognized by 
both the United States and Israel.” 

Earlier, it was reported that the 
U.S. would agree to talk to an Arab 
delegation comprising Palestinians 
named by the PLO.

“no chance” that Shultz would meet 
with Palestinians from the occupied 
territories, as the PLO had prohibit- 
ed such ἃ meeting. “If Shultz wants 
a meeting, it should take place out- 
side the occupied territories,” he 
said. 

Meanwhile, a Kuwaiti paper yes- 
terday urged Yasser Arafat to open 
direct talks with Israel on the future 
of the occupied territories. 

“No one has any doubt about 
Arafat's patriotism. He can count 
on this and thereby embarrass Israel 
by demanding direct negotiations, 
sitting with its leaders under the su- 
pervision of a neutral party,” wrote 
A-Siyassah editor-in-chief Ahmad 
al-Jarallah. “Nothing will destroy 
Ysrael more than peace ... The na- 
ture of the state of Israel is such that 
it cannot survive in this region.” 

In other key Arab countries yes- 
terday there was sharp hostility to 
Shultz's current Middle East peace 
effort. 

Syria’s state-controlled newspa- 
per, Tishrin, said the main purpose 
of Sbultz’s third Middle East shuttle 
was to help Israel defuse four 
months of violence by Palestinians 
in the occupied West Bank and 


Strip. 

“Shultz did not come to the area 
out of caring for peace. On the con- 
trary, he came to help the Israelis,” 
the paper said. 

In Kuwait, the daily A-Rai‘i Al- 
Am said Shultz’s current Middle 
East tour was not different “from 
any previous such visit.” 

Tt said Shultz was “still treating 
the problem from the Israeli point of 
view™ and was not trying “to benefit 
from the new situation” created by 
the current Palestinian uprising in 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip in 
which 140 Palestinians and two Is- 
raelis have been killed.

If Shultz had come when Shimon

As regards Israel, the subsequent 
Patestinian insurrection has de- 
stroyed whatever leverage Shultz 
may have once had. Radicalized 
aims on the Palestinian side have 
pushed Israeli opinion to the right. 
Pro-Jordanian influences have been 
all but eliminated in the territories. 
In Jordan itself, there are demon- 
strations by Islamic fundamentalists 
- this, in a country where such 
things just don't happen. 

Shultz believes that he must have 
both the Likud and Labour 
“aboard,” as he puts it, if his initia- 
tive is to have any hope. But surely 
he realizes that there is no way of 
bringing Yitzhak Shamir around to 
the idea of a territorial compromise. 

Shamir lives by those medieval 
maps that pot Jerusalem in the cen- 
tre of the world, with Gog and Ma- 
gog off behind the Caucasus moun- 
tains, poised to descend. He does 
not need a map to navigate, as he 
isn’t going anywhere.
